He is 
A rarity in the German officer class,. 
for he has no “von” prefix to his 
name; he does not come from the 
Prussian military class and does not 
follow its code of behavior, such as 
it is. Rommel is frankly a Hitler 
“yes-man.” The son of a Bavarian 
workman, he had joined the Hitler’ 
faction in 1923 and took a leading 
part in the numerous street brawls 
and gang warfare by which the 
Nazis were able to intimidate the 
German populace and batter their 
way to power. In those early days 
Rommel! acifieved a notable record 
for maiming, murdering and push- 
ing people around. His thugs were 
particularly successful in terrorizing 
the town of Coburg, and for this he | 
earned Hitler’s special gratitude, for 
it is this raid which Hitler in ‘‘Mein 
Kampf" ited with bringing about | 
a turning’ point in his career.

Heavy Wheat Crops of the Past 

This is a year of heavy rainfall. 
Judging by the records of the past 
this year should see a heavy crop. 

Since the year 1898—44 years 
—in twelve years the wheat yield 
for the three prairie provinces 
combined has averaged over 20 
bushels to the acre, all beijing years 
with better than normal rainfall. 

In only four of these years, how- 
ever has each of the three pro- 
vineces enjoyed a 20 bushel or bet- 
ter yield, during the same year. 
These years were 1901, 1905, 1911 
and 1915. The highest yield ever 
recorded for the three prairie pro- 
vinces combined was in 1915 with 
an average of 25.9 bushels to the 
‘acre. Next came 1901 with 25.1 
| bushels to the acre and 1902 with 
| 21. 5 bushels. The highest yield 
to the acre ever recorded by any 
| ene province was by Alberta in 
| 1915 with 31.1 bushels to the acre. 

1916 and 1923 would probably 
have been record years had it not 
been for the rust which took a 
| heavy toll in Manitoba and part of 
Saskatchewan. Since 1935, when 
Thatcher was brought into the 
country—later followed by the use 
of other rust-resistant wheats— 
losses from rust have not been ser- 
ious, 

Since 1928-the three province 
combined have not produced an/| 
average yield of 20 bushels to the! 
acre, the nearest being 1939 with 

19.1 bushels.

Wheat Pools Reduce 
“Street” Spread 


The western Wheat Pools decided at an inter- 
provincial conference, held in Calgary on July 16 
and 17, to reduce by Yc a bushel the spread in the 
handling of ‘‘street” wheat delivered to the Wheat 
Board through Pool elevators for the ensuing crop 
year. This means that the “street” spread in Board 
wheat handled by the Pools will be eliminated 
and farmers who deliver on that basis will receive 
the carlot price and benefit by Yac a bushel as 
compared with last year's charges... The Wheat 
Board has been advised accordingly.

This decision was reached because of special 
conditions which are certain to prevail in the mar- 
keting of the 1942 wheat crop. The present ar- 
rangement with the Wheat Board provides that a 
producer must deliver 750 bushels in order to qua- 
lify for carlot price. However. it is probable that 
the first quota will be five bushels to the acre 
and many farmers will not have a sufficient allot- 
’ ment to deliver 750 bushels, even though they may 
have substantial quantities of wheat in farm 
storage.
